Kruger's Insolent Ultimatum 
Has Left Republic With- 
out a Friend. 



Has Delivered His Country Into 
Enemy's Hands--Rosebery 
on the Issue. 



By Associated Press. 

London, Oct. 11. — Mr. Montague 
White, consul-general of the South Afri- 
can Republic in London, closed the con- 
sulate this afternoon and Immediately 
left for Ihe Continent. Mr. While's de- 
parture was not attended by any excite- 
ment. Before shaking off the dust of 
England he said to a representative of 
the Associated Press: 

'• The expected has happened. I only 
hope the liellishness of this premeditated 
crushing on*, of a hardy republic is now 
apparent, I.ct mo remind America that 
the onus of war lies not upon those who 
fire the first shot, but upon those who 
compel it to be fired. Technically we 
have temporarily put ourselves in the 
attitude of an aggressor, but who would 
not have done no when he believed the 
existence of his country was at stake? 
I think we must look far ahead to 
the consequences of this war. Instead of 
the pacification of South Africa, which 
is I lie alleged aim of England, we shall 
have perpetual unrest. These very 
people for whom Englnnd is now fight- 
ing will turn against her in time to 
come and protest against her rule as bit- 
telly an they are now protesting against 
ours. 

•' For weeks I had scon England's de- 
termination to force a hostile issue, or 
rather Mr. Chamberlain's. I am sure 
lie is the only member of the cabinet 
whose mind was thoroughly made up 
throughout the negotiations. What his 
intentions are is evident from the situa- 
tion to-day. Had the franchise been 
the chief grievance, our five years propo- 
sition would certainly have been accept- 
ed. 

" I have reason to believe that Eng- 
land enters upon her warlike course by 
no means a unit- Opposition to Mr. 
Chamberlain's policy exists to a greater 
extent than is generally credited. Our 
evident desire to conciliate has been ap- 
preciated, and our refusal to allow our 
household affairs to be advised by an- 
other nation lias not excited genuine in- 
dignation here or in any other quarter 
of the globe. However". Mr. Chamber- 
lain bus accomplished hU purpose, and 
all hope is gone. I believe, nevertheless, 
that a considerable reverse in British 
opinion would be effected by any serious 
ilefe.it. foi' must of those now support- 
ing the government are doing so with a 
light heart and on general principles, 
not stopping to count the cost of war." 

Mr. White eiled the hsandlwhunn 
mawacre as an instance of such a 
change in British opinion. He then 
went on to say: 

" I suppose there can he only one ulti- 
mate result of hostilities. As to the 
duration or the war I am not able to 
say. It seems to me a matter of the 
greatest uncertainty. I bear that Great 
Britain will nut begin the wiping out 
process until December. In the mean- 
time we shall see what we shall see- 

"1 have received up opecinl instruc- 
tions nr news from the Transvaal <lur- 
ing the last forty-eight hours, and T ex- 
pect none, having lung ago received di- 
rections as lo the course for me to take 
when matters reached this stage. 1 
shall remain on the Continent, and if 
anything further can be done in the in- 
terest of my government I shall en- 
deavor to du it. though there seems 
nothing lefl but to light it out to the bit- 
ter, nil ins! end." 

Mr. While seemed much distressed 
uver the rupture. He said the Trans- 
vaal agency in Brussels would be con- 
tinued as the European headquarters of 
the government. 



ROSEBERY ON THE SITUATION. 

There Can He No Uopelition of the 
Folly Succeeding Majuba Hill. 

London, Oct. 11.— Lord Uosebery, for- 
mer premier and Liberal leader, has 
finally declared his position relative to 
the South African question. In a letter, 
under to-day's date, be says: 

"I have maintained silence because I 
am loth to re-enter politics. To-day, 
however, I can speak without touching 
politics, for a situation has been created 
which is beyond party politics. I think 
there is much in the lust three years 
of our relations With the government of 
the Transvaal to criticise, if not to con- 
demn, but that is all over for the pre- 
sent. 

"It is needless to discuss how we 
could best have attained our simple and 
reasonable object of rescuing our fellow 
countrymen in the Transvaal from the 
intolerable conditions of subjection and 
injustice, and of securing equnl rights 
for the white races in South Africa: for 
an ultimatum has been addressed to 
Great Britain by the South African Re- 
public which is itself a declaration of 
war. 

"In the face of this ntlack upon the 
nation, the people will undoubtedly close 
their ranks and relegate parly contro- 
versies to a more convenient season. 
There is one more word to be said: With- 
out attempting to judge the policy which 
concluded a peace after the reverse at 
Mnjtlbn Hill, I am bound to stale my 
profound conviction that there is no con- 
ceivable government in this country 
which could repeat it." 

A curious story is in circulation regard- 
ing Lord Itosebery's silence, unbroken 
until to-day. It is said the real object 
of his silence was to lead President 
Kruger to believe Lord Rosebery and his 
followers might come to the assistance ot 
the Transvaal, thus stiffening President 



Kmger'fl 'back to resist. According to 
this explanation. Lord Itosebery's fear 
had been that President Kruger would 
yield, which from his Lordship's point of 
view would have been fatal, ns he is ful- 
ly convinced that the only road to per- 
manent peace is the defeat of the Boers. 

KRUGEU'S FATAL BLUNDER. 

By His Insolent Ultimatum lie Deliv- 
ered II is Republic Into British 
I lands. 

New York, Oct. 11.— The London cor- 
respondent of the Tribune says: "Kru- 
ger, finding it impossible to hold back 
his peasant warriors, has determined to 
bring on a war without delay. Failing 
to draw Mr. Chamberlain into a pre- 
mature disclosure of fresh demands 
which could be denounced as contrary to 
the Convention of London, 1884, he has 
ordered his secretary of state to send 
an ultimatum fur the immediate with- 
drawal of troops and fur the suspension 
of military preparations. The despatch 
closes with a clumsy attempt to construe 
a refusal to comply with the demand as 
a formal declaration of war by the Brit- 
ish government.

Great preparations are being made at 
Southampton for the departure on Sat- 
urday of General Sir Rcdvers Buller, 
and a great demonstration is anticipated. 
The Duke of Connnught, the Duke of 
York, Lord Lansdowne, Gen. Lord 
Woleeley uud Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood are 
expected to accompany liiin to South- 
ampton from London. 

It is announced that tihe first of the 
transports conveying Gen. Sir Itedvers 
Buller's army corps will be escorted oj 
warships, while further despatch boats 
and gunboats will be sent to South Af- 
rican waters.

The BntisJi acknowledgment 
reached I'retoria so Bpeodily as to justify 
a belief that the war party in Great 
Britain welcome the act which deprived 
the country of all peaceful alternatives, 
and has given it great superficial advan- 
tage to be derived from the fact that it.- 
adversary has voluntarily assumed the 
stigma of virtually declaring war, and ' 
despite the newspaper attempts to veil 
the real feeling, the war party ia in real- 
ity delighted that diplomacy has said its 
last word, and action can now proceed. 

There will inevitably be a long period 
of suspense, together with a great deal 
of dialling at the delay, as all indications 
go to show that Great Britain its no ■un- 
prepared as to be compelled to remain on 
the defensive for some weeks. 

All the aggressiveness must come from 
the Boers. It seems highly improbable 
that Ihe " tongue of Natal," as far as 
Newcastle, will be in the hands of the 
Boers before many hours. From tliat 
time, however, in the event of a further 
advance, they would probably find the 
British forces at Ladysmith and Dundee 
capable of repelling their attacks.

Secretary Allen to-day of his willingness 
to assume the command of the South 
Atlantic .squadron whenever the depart- 
ment desired, and was informed that 
the cruiser Chicago would be ready for 
sea on October 25th. She will proceed 
immediately to Delagoa Hay and Com- 
mander Merrill, commanding the Mont- 
gomery, \vill make his report to tbe 
squadron commander." 

London, Oct. 11. — Continental opinion, 
so fur as it can be ascertained from 
to-day's despatches remains ant i- British. 
Popular sympathy with the Boers is be- 
ing shown in various ways in Germany, 
where, however, officialdom maintains an 
absolutely correct attitude. 

French opinion is well known. The 
boulevard papers arc especially virulent 
in their attacks upon Great Britain since 
the ultimatum was announced.

CONFISCATION IN TRANSVAAL 

Government Practically Seizing All 
Property of Britishers— Capo Pre- 
mier a Boer < /hnmpion. 

Pretoria, Oct. 11.— 1'he Official Gazette 
to-day contains the confiscation law ap- 
proved by the volksraad September 211.

from £100 to £500, or by imprisonment 
and confiscation of property. 

Krtlger'is birthday yesterday was an- 
nounced with a salute in the camp and 
a general display of Hags throughout the 
town.

After 
the line enters the wedge a branch ex- 
tends into the Orange Free State, the 
junction with the main line being called 
Uuly-smith. Another branch line ex- 
tends northeast from Ladysmith to Dun- 
,lee. Newcastle is nearer the Transvaal 
I border than either Ladysmith or Dundee, 
licit is it is nearer the point of the wedge. 

Mention has been made in the de- 
spatches of Mnfeklng and Buluwayo. 
The former is on the western border of 
the Transvaal, the latter some distance 
lo the north of that country. These 
puims are a long way apart, and there is 
no direct connection between them and 
Natal. This must bo kept in mind or 
otherwise the despatches may mislead 
readers. Uelagoa Bay is an import ant 
seaport oil the Indian Ocean north of 
Durban.

spirit of over-confidence is to-day one of 
the greatest obstacles to ho encountered 
in any effort to arouse public enthusiasm 
in regard to any project calculated to pro- 
mote the material interests of the city. 

This spirit of over-confidence has pre- 
vented sulllcicnt effort being made to 
secure that share of the transportation 
and commercial business of the North, 
to which the city might properly aspire 
by reason of the position and 
the strength and experience of its mer- 
cantile houses. It lias rendered it pos- 
sible for Vancouver to reach for a far 
greater share of the trade of the Island it- 
self than it should have secured. We have 
a notion that if Victorians would study 
the ma|i of British Columbia closely, if 
they would get a picture of the whole 
province in their mind's eye and note the 
geographical relation which their city 
hears to the whole, they would realize 
ihe necessity of shaking off any feeling 
of indifference, which may now inllll- 
. nee them, am! see the absolute necessity 
of an effort and a sleiii^ and united ef- 
fort to place themselves in the very fore- 
front of competitors. 

We may take a lesson in this matter 
out of the book of Pastern cities. Is 
Montreal resting content with her 
natural advantages? Is Si. John stand- 
ing idle in regard to commerce? Is lies- 
ton resting on her oars'/ Is even Now 
York coutrnl with her present trade fa- 
cilities? Not at all. Kaeh of these cities, 
with till tin- ureal advantages which they 
can now offer to commerce, is exerting 

Itself to the utmost to place itself in 11 

still better position. .Montreal is calling 
for better terminal facilities and the im- 
provement of the St. Lawrence. St. 
John is demanding grain elevators and 
Ihe best possible traffic arrangements at- 
tainable. Boston is spending millions to 
make her harbor better fitted for hand- 
ling trans-Atinntic commerce. New 
York is agitating for a better canal sys- 
tem. Surely if old-established commer- 
cial centres such as these feel that they 
must not be over-confident in the 
strength of their present position but 
must be active in fitting themselves bet- 
ter to meet all competition, Victoria, in 
a portion of the continent that is growing 
rapidly in importance and is destined 
to grow yet more, ought to bestir herself 
before competing points have got so far 
ahead that to catch up with them may 
be next to impossible. It is an ol 1 say- 
ing that a stern chase is a long chase. 

We think that the great effort of Vic- 
toria ought to be to secure railway con- 
struction to the head of Vancouver Is- 
land, and for two reasons. One of them 
is that such a line would open a very 
tine piece of country. Experience shows 
that a country settles up very slowly 
when there is only steamboat communi- 
cation to depend upon. It Is too slow 
nnd uncertain at the outset. Moreover 
the best part of Vancouver Island lies 
at some distance from the Coast and it 
will be several generations before it will 
become populated if no other means of 
communication is provided than occasion- 
al steamboat sailings. What is needed is 
a line of railway running the whole 
length of the Island. If it is built, set- 
tlement will speedily follow at all avail- 
able points, and they are many, without 
taking into account the great possibili- 
ties in the way of mineral development, 
which may 'be reasonably looked for. 

Another great reason why this line 
ought to be built is that it would be the 
means of drawing all Alaskan travel 
and traffic through the whole length of 
the Island and hence necessarily greatly 
promote the prosperity of Victoria. It 
can hardly be necessary to argue this 
point. If we refer to it frequently, it is 
only in tile hope that iteration will force 
it home upon the attention of the people, 
for we are confident that if the import- 
ance of this northern connection were 
once fully appreciated there would be a 

determined effort, put forth by the peo- 
ple of Ihls oily to secure the construction 
of such a line. 

We may be asked what the people 
ought to do. Well, we do not expect to 
see them put their hands in their pockets 
and build the railway. We are not even 
suggesting that they should offer a sub- 
sidy to any persons who will build the 
railway. But they can exhibit an inter- 
est in it. They can bring their Influence 
to bear upon the provincial and federal 
governments to secure aid to the con- 
struction of such a line. They can lake 
a lively and aitive interest in discov- 
ering in what way the city can place it- 
selr in a position to take advantage of 
such a line when it is built. They can 
do these things,

ARMOUR SEDlTCTfTON TRIAL. 

Mr. Powell Takes Advantage of u Loop- 
hole in- the Crown? Case, 

An end lias mil yet been reached in 
the trial of the Armour seduction case. 
All yesterday morning was taken up by 
Mr. Powell in cross-examining the alleg- 
ed victim, Ethel Shields, and with the 
evidence of Ethel's live year old sister 
Annie, who was present when the as- 
sault is alleged lo have taken place. The 
two girls agreed in the main story that 
they were on their way home from Ar- 
mour's house when dames Armour as- 
saulted Ethel. As was quite natural in 
a child so young Annie contradicted her- 
self as to the details on cross-examina- 
tion. 

Before opening his ease Mr. Powell 
asked that the jury be directed to bring 
in a verdict of not guilty on the ground 
that the prosecution had not proved the 
previous chaste character of the girl. 

Mr. Belyta held that there was but 
one person who could prove her chastity 
and that was the girl herself. She bad 
said that previous to the assault she was 
chaste. 

I lis Lordship— It should certainly be 
proved. The only question was as to the 
amount of proof required. 

Mr. Powell held that the evidence of 
the girl was not sufficient; it- would have 
to be borne out by others. 

His Lordship — The evidence of tbe 
girl might prove her chastity but it was 
not sufficient that she was of "chaste 
character," the words used in the indict- 
ment. Character in this case as iu all 
others, meant the estimate of tlie com- 
munity in whioh the person lived. 

An adjournment was taken for half 
an hour to allow Mr. Powell to look up 
some authorities, which he quoted ou the 
court re-assembling. 

Mr. Belyen in reply said they had the 
evidence of 'he doctor, the girl ami her 
mother as to her previous chastity. 

His Lordship said lie did not under- 
stand the doctor to give evidenoc on that 
point and as for the mother, it was quite 
natural for her lo stand up for her 
daughter. He would reserve the point. 

Mr. Belyca asked leave to call a wit- 
ness as to the girl's character. 

Mr. Powell objected to this- ou- tho 
ground that the crown had closed their 
case, but the evidence- was admitted, Mr. 
Justice Wttlkem holding that it could not 
hurt the prisoner. 

Mr. Poweil-Bul we should he allowed 
to take advantage of all loopholes. 

Robert John Mugford was the witness. 
Ethel hud lived at bis house off and on 
for a year and liad borne a very good 
character. 

The case Tor the defence will be oponed 
at II) this morning. This will probably 
throw tlie Stoddart case over until to- 
morrow.

steamer Discovery, l'ort Townsend, 
but upon his arrival at Dutch Harbor 
abandoned that vessel on account of her 
leaky condition, and was a guest of the 
^olllcers of II. M. S. Icarus as far :us 
Sitka. From Sitka he came to Victoria 
on the Cottage City. 

.Mr. Gershel says Cape Nome is very 
rich, i lie placers probably being the 
richest tile world lias ever known, and 
the gold liner even than that of Eldorado 
creek, in the Klondike. Some that be 
brought down assayed $17-51) to the 
ounce. lint the miners are going to 
suffer during the present winter, for win 
ter has already commenced there and it 
will liic^t until next June. There are 
very few buildings, and of fuel there is 
scarcely any. Whin little coal there is 
cannot he purchased at any price, and 
the only other fuel, driftwood, is scarcer 
even tbau gold. Some 50 miles back 
from Nome there is some timber in the 
gulches, hut it would be it ditlleult mat- 
ter to get to this in the winter. On tite 
other hand, food is plentiful and its cheap 
if not cheaper than in Dawson. Both tin? 
1>ig tntuu,» companies have large ware- 
houses there, well stocked, containing 
milHciont to keep 20,0(10 people during 
•the winter. However, should there he 
a shortage, it is only SO miles over the 
ice to St. Michael. 

As for the Alpha and the other steam- 
ers which have left during the past few- 
days, Mr. (Ji'ishel says they will never 
reach Nome this season. When he left, 
clo.se on a mouth a<{o, it was freezing 
hard, and the beach miners bad been 
forced 'o stop work- The beach dig- 
gings can only he worked in the summer, 
but inexperienced men with a rude 
rocker took out from -SoO to 9100 a day. 
The beach ca.n only be staked to high- 
water mark, so between that and low- 
water mark is common property. The 
creek diggings can be worked summer 
am! winter, and are turning out very 
rich. 

The N. A. T. and A. C. companies 
have placed "blankets" on 50 miles of 
territory by the power-of-attorney 
scheme, hut Mr. Gershel docs not be- 
lieve they will be able to bold it. He 
has great hopes for the future of the 
country, and will purchase a complete 
newspaper and job plant.

Kingston. Jamaica, Oct. 11. — Advices

Turbine Steamers Now the Approved 
Type For Passenger Service. 

London, Sept. 17.— At a meeting of th" 
Mechanical Science Section, held this week 
al Dover, a paper was read by the Hon 
Charles Parsons, the Inventor of the Par- 
sons steam turbine. The Times report 
reads:

The Anna-a-Liner of Calcutta and His 
Leisurely Moments. 

Judged by journalism at homo, it is 
hardly too ranch to say that journalism 
in India is still in the chrysalis stage: 
the concomitants and consequences of 
full activity ami development are yet 
wanting. Notwithstanding the disabil- 
ity, we can yet claim the possession of 
the anna-a-liner, whose personality is 
quite as interesting as that of the Fleet 
street genius, from whom, however, he 
(Hirers very materially in some import- 
ant details. In Calcutta more than in 
any other city in India, the ticca re- 
porter, (he literary chiffonier, nourishes. 
The chief English newspaper in ltom- 
bay hnvo complete salaried stalls, and 
the man who supplies information at so 
much a line is at a discount. The same 
Mil}- ills i be said nl Madras and the larg- 
er provincial towns, where newspapers 
of influence ami standing are published, 

In Calcutta, however, a different sys- 
tem prevails. The newspaper olllces, al- 
though fully equipped in their editorial 
and sub-editorial depariments, are gen- 
erally under-manned in the reportorinl 
stalls, and depend very largely on the 
hireling for reports of local events. The 
system has been found to work with 
fair satisfaction, ami the indications are 
in favor of its extension. The Calcutta 
ticca reporter is usnilly an Eurasian 
who has adopted the profession of letters 
line as a dernier resorl after planting, or 
zcuiindtiri, or the railway, or the counter, 
has failed him. He does not boast of 
much education, and has no a nihil ion to 
improve his present knowledge of gram- 
mar.
